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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the related 
patented applications should be identified by application serial number and current 
status. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code. See at least pg. 10, line 3. Applicant is 
required to delete the embedded hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable 
code. See MPEP § 608.01. A thorough check of the entire Specification is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 7-8 and 1 3 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. It appears that 
dependent claims 7 contains a typographical error and should actually depend from 
independent claim 6 for proper antecedent basis. In addition, it appears that dependent 
claim 1 3 should depend from independent claim 9 for proper antecedent basis. 

4. Claims 2 and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: "Tel" 
should be "TCL" (all capital letters). Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 5 and 8 contains the trademark/trade name 
"Jtag Tech." Where a trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to 
identify or describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 
USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade 
name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A 
trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods 
themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 
associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade 
name is used to identify/describe "commercially available software" and, accordingly, 
the identification/description is indefinite. Also see MPEP 2173.05(s). 

Note: the Examiner is aware that JTAG is a well-known IEEE standard; 
however, contrary to Applicant's statement on pg. 8, "JTAG Technologies" is not a 
standard as indicated by Applicant. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 12 and 13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 1 -21 are allowable over the prior art of record. The closest prior art of 
record is Jennion et al. ('904 B1 ) with the same assignee as the instant invention. The 
claimed combination of system elements or method steps is not suggested or disclosed 
in the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
